Note: Co?ttinuation of 3: The Examiner notes that the newly added limitations to the independent claim 1, reciting "...said verification 
device is further configured to verify whether said proffered biometric sample is assocaited with a preset transaction limitation" and the 
removal of "at least two accounts..." necessitates further search/consideration. Accordingly, claims 1-19 remain rejected as per the Final 
Office Action (mail date 11-21-05). 

In response to the Applicants statement that the amendment to claim 1 of the current application renders the rejections moot because it 
includes a limitations of claim 11 of application 10/710,308, the Examiner notes that claim 11 of 10/710,308 was objected as being 
dependent on a base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including ail of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims (Final Office Action mail date 1 1-29-05).
